Allowable Subject Matter

Tahara, as previously applied, fails to disclose information that can be deemed to 
constitute recorded editing steps made by a user in the edit track for compressing video 
data. A further search was conducted which failed to yield any prior art. Therefore, the 
prior art fails to teach or render obvious these limitations taken within the others in the 
claim.
